The claimed invention recites features such as: "a plurality of pads, 
wherein at least one of said plurality of pads is a programmable IO pad capable of 
supporting at least two data protocols and at least two electrical specifications, wherein 
at least one of said plurality of pads is a programmable MDIO pad capable of supporting 
at least two data protocols and at least two electrical specifications; and a plurality of 
ports in communication with said plurality of pads, wherein one of said plurality of ports 
is a parallel port in communications with said programmable IO pad." 

None of the prior art of record, either taken by itself or in any combination with 
any other prior art would have anticipated or made obvious the following limitation 
combined within the above limitation(s) at or before the time the invention was filed: "a 
plurality of pads, wherein at least one of said plurality of pads is a programmable IO pad 
capable of supporting at least two data protocols and at least two electrical 
specifications, wherein at least one of said plurality of pads is a programmable MDIO 
pad capable of supporting at least two data protocols and at least two electrical 
specifications."
